Reproduced on the cover of this Town Revort is an Etonian portrait of Sir 
Robert Walpole. It was presented to the town on its 16th anniversarv by one of its 
most loyal and illustrious citizens, Isaac Newton Lewis. The portrait hangs in the 
Selectmen’s room at the Town Hall. 

“There was some difference of obinion as to what the new town should be 
called ... but as Sir Robert Walbole had for three years bast been Prime Minister 
of England and her Colonies, and had always proved their true and helpful friend, 
this little struggling community gladly accepted the honor of his name,” wrote 
Mr. Lewis in his book, “A History of Walbole, Mass.” published in 1905 by the 
First Historical Society of Walpole. 

With the name decided upon, the bill setting up the new town of Walpole 
was speedily passed, final action being taken by the Great and General Court on 
December 10, 1724.

Highlights of 1963 


New schools, to accommodate the increasing student population, head 
the list of town highlights of 1963. The Boyden School addition in South 
Walpole was completed in time for use at the September opening of 
schools. In October, work was started on the Old Post Road elementary 
school. The building is scheduled for completion late in 1964, or earlier. 


Old Post Road was also in the news when the $202,000 drainage, 
sewerage and surfacing project got under way in September. Storm drains 
were installed under the roadbed and a large pipe was laid through Bird 
Park to drain the surface water into Pickerel Brook. A sanitary sewer line 
was also installed. Surfacing of the road will be completed as soon as 
weather permits. 


The town lost a valued and devoted citizen when Collector of Taxes 
James H. Ginley died on September 19th. He had served as Collector for 
27 years, carrying out his duties so effectively that Walpole has one of the 
best records of tax collection 1n the State. 


The town also mourns the deaths of retired Police Chief Timothy A. 
Cullinane (March 16) and Dr. Francis J. Allendorf (December 26), 
former health officer of the town for 15 years. 


Through the Board of Health a number of pcelio clinics were held at 
Blackburn Memorial Hall for the distribution of oral polio vaccine. Thirty- 
as many in May. The third regular clinic was held in June, with additional 
clinics in the fall to provide the vaccine for those unable to participate 
earlier. It is estimated that 12,563 citizens participated during the year.

The growing interest in Conservation was indicated with the acquist- 
tion of Clark’s Pond on Stone Street last year and negotiation for Cobb's 
Pond in the fall of this year. The money for the latter purchase was voted 
at the town meeting on October 15, supplemented Ly a most generous gift 
of $10,000 from an anonymous donor. Negotiations were Leing carried 
forward as the year ended. 


The Clark’s Pond area comprises 7 acres of water and 2 acres of land. 
The Cobb’s Pond area contains 11 acres of water and 19 acres of land. The 
Conservation Commission is actively at work to preserve other suitable 
areas. In the warrant for the Town Meeting of 1964 are two articles relat- 
ing to the establishment of flood plain and water conservation areas. The 
need for an adequate water supply has been evident for years and the 
six hundred persons were processed at the first clinic in March and nearly 
subject of much study by succeeding Boards of Selectmen.

will have to be found within the town, or from some other practical nearby 
source. 


During the year the Neponset Valley Trust, first suggested by the 
Walpole Conservation Commission, was formed. This is an organization 
of citizens interested in the conservation of land and wildlife in the 
Neponset River watershed area of Walpole and adjoining towns. 


One of the town’s old buildings—the Polley Tavern in South Walpole 
~—was razed in August. The site will be occupied by the new parish house 
wing of the South Walpole Methodist Church, now under construction. 


The Walpole Historical Society has been active in 1963, holding 
many meetings and offering several exhibits for the public. 


Early in the year the first step in major changes at the Walpole 
Country Club was completed with the rebuilding and relocating of the 
first three greens and the installation of a permanent watering system. 
A new practice green was constructed in the area of the former first green. 
The rebuilding program will be continued in future years.

The North Street construction, started in 1962, was completed this 
year, under Chapter 90. 


. Norton Avenue construction, started last year, was completed on a 
50% betterment basis. Portions of Barstow Road and Highland 
Street were constructed under the same law. 


. Construction was begun on a 1000 foot portion of Cedar Street, 
from Conifer Drive southerly. The arrival of winter halted the work. 


. The construction of Old Post Road was begun, in conjunction with the 
installation of a sewer. Work was suspended by cold weather before 
any oil treatment could be applied, but not until most of the drainage 
had been installed. 


The biggest drainage project Walpole has seen since WPA days was 
started in East Walpole, from Walcott Avenue southerly to High 
Plain Street. Most of the pipe is in Old Post Road (see above) and 


2. A drain was completed from Baker Street to a swamp, through pri- 
vate property, making it possible to drain the area above Baker 
Street. This was built in co-operation with a private developer. 


3. The Glenwood Avenue drain was extended. 


4. A drain was installed in Common Street from Shawnee Street to 
Hutchinson Road under Chapter. 90. 


5. Drainage was provided at the intersection of West and Norfolk 
Streets. 


RESURFACING 


Bituminous concrete surfaces were placed on Washington Street 
from Water Street northerly, Pleasant Street from Walcott Avenue south- 
erly, and on Walcott Avenue. The Washington Street job was under 
Chapter 90, and the other two were streets where water mains had been 
installed last year. 


The following streets were sealed with tar and sand: Breezewood: 
Bruce; Cedar, at southerly end; High, from Medfield town line 2,000 feet 
easterly; MacDonald; Millpond; and North, from Gould Street 600 feet 
northerly. 


Asphalt and stone were applied to the following streets: Alice; 
Bellingham; Bonnie; Carpenter, from Hutchinson southerly; Coney, Plea- 
sant to Route 1; Domenica; Dudley; Edgewood; Eleanor; Elm, West to 
East; Field; Flonun; Front; Fuller; Gould Street; Grant Avenue; Haynes, 
Huntington; June; Killeen; Marguerite, from Common part way; Massa- 
chusetts; May; Morningside; North, Fisher to 1963 construction; Plimp- 
ton; Polley; Riverview; School; South, Common to Washington; Spring; 
Stone; Vane; West, Norfolk to Plain; Winter, Route 1A westerly to 1962 
pavement; Winthrop; and Woodard. 


We applied 10,703 gallons of tar, 48,245 gallons of asphalt, and 
9,116.5 tons of bituminous concrete in the resurfacing program. 


PARKS 
MOWING 


The dry weather of late summer and fall reduced the need for mow- 


ing somewhat. A special effort was made on the grounds at the Junior 
High School. 


SHADE TREES 


Twenty-four shade trees were removed and 66 planted. Spraying of 
selected elms was done by a truck mounted mist blower, and sanitation 


be performed on 45 trees. We picked up 88 loads of leaves for our mulch 
pile. 
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RECREATIONAL AREAS 


The ice at Memorial Pond was maintained for skating and was much 
used. A used planer was very helpful in keeping the ice smooth. 


Normal care was given to the High School athletic area, but the 
drought of September and October created problems at the footkall field. 
Additicnal care will be given here next year. 


TOWN FOREST 


Thanks to the assistance of Sheriff Hedges, much good work was 
accomplished by prisoners in the area between Washington Street and 
Route 1, during the 68 days they were with us. 


As the woodlands were closed during October, no public outing was 
held in the forest this fall.

A total of 8,194 feet of main and 15 hydrants were added to the 
system, while 1,268 feet of main was renewed. This brings the system 
mileage to 76.83, with 505 hydrants. 


Other work included painting the exterior of the Davis Street tank, 
washing 93 wells, surging the Mine Brook well and replacing the pump, 
and another crossing of Route 1 by tunneling. 


Water quality problems, which arose unaccountably in East Walpcle, 
were extensively investigated with the help of the State Health Depart- 
ment. Faulty check valves in a local industry were found to be the reason, 
and the inspection of these has since been carried out on a more thorough 
basis. 


A badly needed secondary source of electrical power was added at the 
main pumping station. This should make the standby diesel power source 
unnecessary.

All milk dealers shipping milk to Walpole were licensed. All restau- 
rants and stores selling milk and cream were inspected and issued licenses. 
One dealer was refused a license after application was received, but after 
repeated samples showed bacteria counts under the maximum prescribed, 
his license was issued. The program of checking samples for antibiotic 
residue has been continued as suggested by the State Department of 
Health. All samples have been negative. Spot checks on refrigerated milk 
dispensers have been made. Only one sample was found to be below 
standard and the follow-up check was well within the limit. All records 
were kept, reports made, and results of all tests sent to dealers involved.

There was 
no increase noted in contagious diseases except for the normal seasonal 
varient. 


Due to climatic conditions there was a noticeable increase in insects; 
this was also related to the diminished use of pesticides until further 
research has been carried out. 


The final stage of the Oral Polio program is now underway, there 
being one clinic date remaining in March 1964 during which all types will 
be distributed. This will be the final clinic sponsored by the Town. 


During the past year clinics have been held at Blackburn Memorial 
Hall to include all newborns, adults and others who failed or were unable 
to take part in prior programs. Approximately 12,563 citizens took advan- 
tage of the Oral Polio program, which was gratifying. The tremendous 
success of this program is a credit to the public spirited citizens who 
sacrificed considerable time and effort in conducting these clinics. 


All complaints to the Department were investigated and corrective 
measures were taken where indicated.

The supervised Walpole summer playgrounds were open this year 
from Monday, July 2 to Friday, August 24, a period of eight weeks. Each 
playground had a male and a female leader who were on duty Monday 
through Friday from 9:30 A.M. to 12:00 noon, and from 1:00 P.M. to 
4:00 P.M. on all fair days. 


The town has five playgrounds which are located as follows: behind 
the Plimpton School on Common Street; Bird Park in East Walpole at 
the music court; North Walpole behind the old Fisher School; Scuth 
Walpole at the Boyden School; and behind Blackburn Memorial building 
at Walpole Center. The South Walpole playground was not open because 
of construction of the Boyden School addition on the playground site. 


_ A wide variety of activities was offered at the playgrounds to the 
children of Walpole. Baseball, softball, horseshoes, badminton, touch foot- 
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ball, whiffle ball, croquet and ping pong were some of the active games 
played daily. Many quiet type games such as checkers, scrabble, chess, 
monopoly, sorry, dominoes, bingo, parchest, life, and others were avail- 
able. An arts and crafts program was conducted. 


In addition to the regular playground games the program featured 
special weekly events. The play areas each held a scavenger hunt and a 
coloring contest. Tournaments were conducted in ping pong, horseshoes, 
badminton, checkers, and chess. Very well attended this year was the 
annual trip to Fenway Park which gave Walpole children the opportunity 
to watch two major league ball teams (Red Sox and Kansas City) in 
action. 


In August the annual playground novelty races were held at the Cen- 
tral playground. Finally, climaxing the program, was a visit to Walpole 
by the Boston Children’s Theatre Stagemobile which presented its version 
of “The Pied Piper of Hamlin.”

The most outstanding service during the year 1963 was the campaign 
for polio immunization. Clinics were held in co-operation with the Wal- 
pole Public Health Department and 12,563 treatments recorded. Also a 
total of 4,144 visits were made by the nurses whose services included 
health guidance, instruction to mothers in the care of the newborn, help 
in the rehabilitation of the chronically ill, and classes in First Aid and 
Child Care. 


Re-organization of the T.B. records was given special attention by the 
nurses who met with the State Supervisor many times in order to improve 
their accuracy. 


The State Physio-therapist, Miss Ann McKenna, gave valuable assist- 
ance regarding exercises in the treatment of a patient with multiple scle- 
rosis. We would like to see this service more readily available to Walpole 
residents, especially in the treatment of the chronically ill. 


The nurses attended In-Service Education lectures for Public Health 
Nurses sponsored by the State Department of Public Health. These lectures 
keep our nurses in touch with the changing ideas and up-to-date pro- 
cedures constantly taking place. 


We are grateful to those citizens who thoughtfully contributed many 
pieces of equipment this year making it possible for us to distribute an 
increasing variety to those in need. 


During the year many meetings were held and information collected 
in regard to the need for a Family Service for Walpole. Because of the 
many inquiries received by the nurses this service is being seriously 
considered. 


The Executive Director of the Norfolk Guidance Center has asked the 
Association to help in a nationwide survey for Mental Health needs and 
the resources available for handling the problem. 


Because of the increasing population in Walpole new problems are 
arising. It is our hope and purpose to keep in touch, constantly, with those 
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agencies and citizens who will help us to handle these problems wisely 


and efficiently to the benefit of all. 


We thank all organizations and residents through whose help and 


contributions the services of the Association are made possible.

Recreation is a vital need for the young and old, the normal and the 
handicapped—it is a human need. Recreation is a necessity for the non- 
handicapped person to fulfill his physical, emotional and aesthetic needs. 
It is an even greater necessity for the person limited by some handicap. 
The Special Recreation Program in Walpole is concerned with offering the 
mentally handicapped the opportunity to develop self confidence, and 
acquire physical and social satisfaction. 


It is essential that we discern first who the mentally handicapped are. 
In the United States today it is estimated that there are over five and a half 
million persons who are mentally retarded due to accident or illness. 
Ninety percent of these people fall into the category of mild retardation 
and live among us without being identified or set apart. Six percent are 
moderately retarded and many profit from training and guidance to become 
at least partially capable of contributing to their own support. The other 
four percent are grouped as severely and profoundly retarded, requiring 
custodial care. 


Walpole, in its special recreation program, is concerned with those 
among the mildly retarded who show less social adaptibility and a greater 
dependence on others. Also concerned, are the moderately retarded or the 
trainable group. The program is unique in its day camp environment and 
offers a wealth of enjoyment and reward. Conducted at Millbrook through 
the gracious generosity of Mrs. George D. Dutton, the camp during the 
1963 season was held for eight weeks through July and August. Thirty 
youngsters from Walpole and seven surrounding communities were under 
the supervision of a staff of six from 9:00 A.M. until 3:00 P.M. five days 
a week. The director, the assistant director and four counselors were 
assisted by a corps of volunteers at camp and on field trips. 


All sanitary and safety measures were undertaken. The health officer 
and the sanitation officer both investigated and fully approved of facilities 
and conditions; the Civil Defense Director was consulted; the Town Coun- 
sel assisted on a number of occasions where legal advice was necessary; 
the Visiting Nurse and the Town Health Officer made a cursory exami- 
nation of each child upon the opening of camp (this in addition to 
medical requirements stipulated by regulations ). 


Recreation was provided in many forms—at times educational, fre- 
quently entertaining and on occasion busy work, and at all times fun. 
Nature excursions through forest and fields, fishing trips to local ponds 
and streams, field trips to museums and places of interest, plus swimming 
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and water safety, story-hours, arts, crafts and games all contributed to a 
summer of pleasure and assistance in helping the children develop latent 
interests and abilities. 


The closing week provided an opportunity for Open House for the 
children to have parents, friends and town officials as their guests. Square 
dancing and games were performed to demonstrate the learning ability of 
each child; free play was permitted allowing visitors to observe the fun 
and enjoyment that retarded children experience in a social atmosphere. 


The amount of $5,000.00 was appropriated to conduct the special 
recreation program; $4,186.59 was expended. Reimbursement from the 
towns of Canton, Medfield, Norfolk, Norwood, Sharon and Westwood was 
received in addition to that from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
the South Norfolk County Association for Retarded Children, Inc. Total 
reimbursements were $3,927.39 resulting in an actual cost of $259.20 
to the Town of Walpole. 


Immeasurable appreciation is extended to all who contributed to the 
successful summer program and the pleasure of children who cannot speak 
for themselves.

The team also competed in other 
matches held in New England and won team and individual honors. It is 
one of the better police pistol teams in the Eastern part of the United 
States. 


During the past year we launched a bicycle safety program for all 
elementary school children which proved highly successful. We intend to 
continue and improve the program. 


The year 1963 passed by without a serious major crime or juvenile 
problem. I believe that part of the success can be traced to our program 
regarding the prevention of crime. It is to be remembered, however, that 
cooperation by many citizens in this Town has keen another part of the 
success picture, as it is a fact that a community’s crime rate is primarily 
the product of its inhabitants. Positive action to reduce crime must begin 
with each individual citizen. 


A long range study and survey of traffic problems in Walpole and 
other safety studies are still Leing worked on in order that we may better 
serve and protect our citizens. 


In the past year we have set up on a trial basis, a new system of 
investigation of complaints and crime and if it proves to Le successful 


(and so far it has) it will be incorporated as a permanent procedure in 
our department. 
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The following are some statistics taken from the F.B.I. Uniform 


Crime report, which we believe will be of interest to our citizens: 


In the United States, in 1962—2,048,370 serious crimes reported, 
a 6% rise over 1961. 


Crime in past five years increased four times faster than population. 
Four serious crimes per minute recorded on crime clock. 


Auto thefts up 9% in 1962 with over 356,000 cars stolen. Keys left 


in car or ignition unlocked in 42% of thefts. Over two-thirds 


of autos stolen at night. 


Firearms used as fatal weapon in 54% of murders in 1962. Cutting 
instruments used in one of every four killings. Murder highest 


in December, lowest in January. 


Stolen property in 1962 valued in excess of $650 million. Average 
value per robbery $223, burglary $192, and larceny $76. Loss 
from stolen property cut to 49 cents on a dollar by police 


recoveries. 


Female arrests increased at faster pace than male arrests. Arrests of 


young people under 18 up 9% over previous year. 


Average number of police employees is 1.9 per 1,000 population. 


Seventy-eight police killed in the line of duty, in past year.

The year 1963 was a busy one for the Fire Department. During the 
late winter cellar pumping was performed at a number of locations. 
Sericus grass and woods fires occurred in the spring. We were fortunate, 
however, in having only one large acreage fire at this time. It was started 
by a diesel railroad engine in five different locations eventually burning 
into three fires. Every piece of equipment was pressed into service includ- 
ing the booster lines on our aerial ladders and mutual aid was gratefully 
received from Sharon, Foxboro, Norfolk, Medfield, and Westwood before 
the fire could be brought under control. 


Four of our fire fighters attended the Seminar sponsored and directed 
by the Massachusetts Drill Instructors Institute, held in Worcester, Massa- 
chusetts, during the summer. Many valuable hints and ideas were brought 
back to our Department and incorporated in our fire attack methods. 


In August, an Engine-Rescue piece was ordered from the Farrar 
Company, manufacturers of fire apparatus, with a tentative delivery date 


of April, 1964. 


The fall grass and woods fire season was serious enough to cause 
Governor Peabody to close the woods and ban all open air fires. The 
Department was kept very busy during this period. 


The entire Walpole Fire Department mourned the sudden loss of 
Fire Fighter Frederick W. Smith after sixteen years of faithful service. 


It was through the cooperation of the townspeople as individuals in 
maintaining an awareness of fire and its treachery plus the enthusiasm and 
interest of our Fire Fighters that we were able to keep our losses at a 
minimum in 1963. May we do as well, if not better, in 1964!

During the year five fire alarm boxes were replaced as a result of our 
box replacement program. Five new street fire alarm boxes were installed 
in residential areas and one new master fire alarm box was installed on a 
school building. One new master fire alarm box was installed on a com- 
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mercial building at the owner’s expense and connected to our fire alarm 
system. Expansion and changes in our outside circuits continued as 
planned. All boxes were checked periodically for defects and rewound 
after each alarm. The wire replacement program continued as in previous 
years. 


Service interruptions on our system were negligible except for one 
extensive burnout caused by power company high voltage contact. A total 
of 2426 manhours were expended on maintenance, testing, repairs and new 
construction during the year. A total of 346 alarms were sounded over the 
system during the year; this is approximately a 40% increase over the 
previous year. 


We have had the use of our fire alarm aerial ladder truck for one 
complete year and it has proven most effective in our work. Other town 
departments have used this truck at various times indicating additional 
value to the town not originally anticipated. It has been most valuable 
in times of system trouble as it is equipped with radio for communications, 
lighting and supplies required for every repair job encountered to date.

A concerted effort to build a stronger Reference Department, with 
particular emphasis on science and mathematics, was directed in 1963 by 
the Board of Trustees cooperating with teachers at the Walpole High 
School, who suggested titles to be used in the courses of study. This is part 
of a long-range plan which will use the State Grant-in-Aid money to 
improve the library’s book collection. Also, the Head Librarian is cur- 
rently enrolled at Simmons Library School in a course entitled, “Literature

of Science and Technology,’ which provides the latest ideas for handling 
the demands of patrons who work in science or technology. 


The need for reference books has been increasing steadily as the 
work-load assignments for advanced high school students and the average 
students have grown. Research is required of high school students for 
three thousand word papers with bibliographies equal to that demanded 
of college students. Serious effort is being made to build a solid information 
center in all areas as we are finding more college students referring to their 
local library. When one thinks of the heavy demand this makes on the 
ordering, processing, and cataloging of books it should reveal the operation 
of a library to be more than the mechanical stamping in and out of books. 


It is our hope that the future will bring more mechanization to the 
library as shelf space for books is so limited. It will soon be necessary to 
provide back periodicals and reprints on microcards or microfilm. The 
Walpole Library does have a microfilm viewer (Recordak) which has 
been used by business men who bring their own films. At present, the 
Walpole Times and Walpole Star, dating from 1900 to 1960, may be 
seen on film. 


As yet, the Regional program, which makes the Walpole Public 
Library a part of the Metropolitan Boston area with book loan messenger 
service from the Boston Public Library, is not in operation. We anticipate 
increased use of the library when the go-ahead signal is given. 


National Library Week was observed during the week of April 21-27 
under the direction of Mrs. Beatrice K. Williams and her committee: 
Mrs. Grandin Wise, Mrs. Arthur T. Colburn, and Mr. Edward Hawkins. 
The center of town was given over to library promotion with generous 
window display space furnished by the merchants. Particularly delightful 
was a Storyland exhibit complete with child mannequins and large stuffed 
animals furnished by C. E. Holt Company, with a large picket fence 
background furnished by the Walpole Woodworkers, all attractively

enhanced with plantings supplied by Gallo Florists. This display was 
illuminated for night viewing by Charles George, Electrician, and drew 
many “Oohs” and “Aahs” from the tiny tots of Walpole. 


Two days of National Library Week were given over to public 
exhibitions at the center library. On Thursday, April 25th, from 2 to 9 
p.m., crewel embroidery was shown by the Walpole women who have 
been instructed by the honor guest for the day, Mrs. Mildred Davis, author 
of the book, “The Art of Crewel Embroidery.” On Saturday, April 27th, 
“The Making of a Book” exhibit created much interest as the book, “King 
Philip,” published by Houghton Mifflin Company was shown from the 
manuscript, galleys, original sketches and illustrations to the finished 
product. The library was proud to bring together Mrs. Cecile Pepin 
Edwards, author, and Mr. Forrest W. Orr, illustrator, who had met at the 
Walpole Public Library and later combined their efforts in producing this 
book, “King Philip.” Much thanks is due to Mrs. Williams for a very 
successful National Library Week. 


The East Walpole Branch Library had two important occasions to be 
noted. The first was the appointment on April lst of Mrs. Loretta Parasco 
to fill the full-time position of Children’s Librarian which had been open 
since Mrs. Marcia Carleton resigned in February of 1962. Mrs. Parasco, 
who holds a B.A. degree from Boston University, had worked at the branch 
library for one and one-half years prior to accepting this work. The second 
occasicn to ke noted was an “Open House” which was held at the East 
Walpole Branch Library to commemorate the 80th anniversary of the 
library building which originally was a church. The newly reorganized 
Walpole Historical Society sponsored this occasion by exhibiting memo- 
rabilia of the early days of the town and serving tea to the interested guests. 
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YOUNG PEOPLE’S DEPARTMENT, for grades 7-8-9, at the Center 


Ralph W. Davis, the beloved custodian of the center library building, 
retired on April Ist after having served the library since July 1947. His dry 
humor and Yankee wit delighted both patrons and staff members. He per- 
formed many extra duties which were not publicized, including delivery 
of books to shut-ins. Because of Mr. Davis’ retirement the Trustees decided 
to have night cleaning done by Clean-Brite, Inc., who do similar work for 
industries in town. 


Two staff members completed college requirements for credited 
courses: Mrs. Louise Hawkins received a certificate for Cataloging and 
Classification, and Mrs. Grace Stornanti earned hers in a Reference course. 


NORTH WALPOLE LIBRARY, Young People’s Section 


CHILDREN’S ROOM, Center Library 


Among the interesting events of the year was the annual Children’s 
Book Week display held at the Blackburn Memorial Hall where, at fifteen 
minute intervals, classes of school children with their teachers viewed over 
three hundred new juvenile library books. Because of the absence of exhibit 
space at the center library, this annual exodus of books is necessary. 


U-N International Night was repeated for the second year in order 
to allow foreign speaking residents of the town to meet together in a 
social way. This is a joint project of the library and the High School 
Foreign Language Department under the direction of Mr. Ernest Camelio. 


The Children’s Departments of the Center and East Walpole Branch 
Libraries conduct Story Hours from November until April. Also, a vacation 
reading club is sponsored in the summer which is particularly helpful to 
all children of the elementary grades who need encouragement for better 
reading habits. One hundred fifteen Honorary Certificates were awarded 
for ten books read and four hundred seventy-six beautiful Flag Certificates 


were given for sixteen books read. The total club membership in the town 
was nine hundred thirty-five. 


At the request of the Board of Trustees an Article was placed in the 
Town Warrant to study the need for expansion of the center library build- 
ing and the demand for more book space to supply current needs. At a 
Special Town Meeting held on Tuesday, October 15th, a committee of 
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three (Mrs. Eleanor Harding, Mr. William Petrie, and Mr. John Cough- 
lin) was appointed. The present library building was erected in 1903 for 
the use of 1,202 borrowers of a total population of 3,572 (1900 Census ). 
Today the Library serves 7,478 borrowers of a total population of 14,068 
(1960 Census ). 


The Head Librarian expresses her appreciation to the staff who so 
ably perform their duties which include working evenings, Saturdays, and 
hourly schedules to cover the lunch and supper hours. The circulation of 
books is increasing steadily with a noticeable gain at the North Walpole 
Branch Library which is so capably managed by Mrs. Gabrielle Tremblay. 
Use of the public library’s books in the classrooms is decreasing which is 
to ke expected since the public schools are setting up their own school 
libraries. 


A “Thank You” is extended to patrons and friends who so generously 
contributed books, periodicals, flowers, and good-will. All suggestions to 
improve the service to the public are welcomed. Do not hesitate to make 
known your ideas as this is a community undertaking and criticism or 
praise help the whole image of the Walpole Public Library to be what 
you wish it to be.

The year 1963 showed no significant increase in the total cost of 
Veterans’ Benefits over 1962, 1963 being $12,962.87 against $12,806.62 
for 1962. 


Each year sees an increase in the number of World War I Veterans 
and/or their dependents applying for pensions which they may be eligible 
to receive. During the past year this office assisted in the processing of 
many claims for pension benefits for veterans and their widows and chil- 
dren. It is gratifying to know that several thousands of dollars were 
awarded to these cases which had their processing originating in this 
Department.

The Department of Public Welfare has experienced increasing 
activity in every phase of the program during the past year. 


Revisions of procedures governing the five categories of assistance 
have been constant. Recipients of Old Age Assistance were allowed an 
increase for the budgetary item “Leisure Time Activities” while single 
children of recipients of Old Age Assistance and Medical Aid for the 
Aged were allowed an increase in legal exemptions which are established 
by Statute. 


All budgets of recipients of Old Age Assistance and Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children were revised and increased when the Division 
on the Necessaries of Life reported an increase in the cost of living index 
in the amount of 5.1%. 


Because of Federal and State participation in various categories of 
assistance the administrative factors and accounting procedures are exceed- 
ingly complex and a great amount of knowledge and skill must be shown 
in order to have all data available for supervisory inspection and review 
by the State Department Personnel together with Federal Authorities. 


We have made every effort to assist and strengthen our clients in all 
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of the basic social areas some of which include homesetting, homemaking, 
physical health, mental health, school achievement, parental roles and 


employment. 


As of this writing the department has collected under Liens and 
Recoveries the amount of $14,843.07 for the year 1963. 


The members of the Board of Public Welfare and Departmental 
Administrators thank all those who have contributed to the efficient 
operation of the department, especially those local residents who have 
contributed so generously and desire to remain anonymous. This coopera- 
tion is gratifying and makes a most difficult job easier to perform.

Tuesday of each month, and holds special meetings whenever necessary. 


Several meetings were held during the year with Boards and Com- 
mittees of the Town in connection with matters pertaining to town 
planning. 


Public hearings were held concerning subdivisions, zoning changes 
and street acceptances. 


Mr. Allen Benjamin, the Master Planner for the Town, completed 
his Summary Report of the Long Range Master Plan, and booklets are 
available free of charge at the Town Hall.

During this past year the Walpole Industrial Development Commis- 
sion has prepared itself to wage an active campaign for new industry. To 
this end, brochures and letterheads for direct mail have been procured 
and plans for a regular program of selective mailings have been made. 
Your Commission during the year has become associated with the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce in the interest of broadening its contacts. 


Active cooperation with other committees of the town has been 
maintained during the year. Where the Master Plan has laid down guide 
lines for the Commission, these have been followed. A survey of each 
industrial or projected industrial section of the town has been made. 


One area of special concern during the early months of the year was 
a study of the possible needs and uses for a regional vocational school 
and/or training school under the Federal Manpower Retraining Act. 
The Commission is still active on this in cooperation with the committee 
newly established for this express purpose. We feel that an adequate 
reservoir of trained labor is as much an asset as a desirable location, avail- 
ability of industrially zoned land, or a favorable tax rate. 


An application for a building permit has been filed for a new 
assembly plant to be located in the Walpole Industrial Park, construction 
is about to start on an industrial facility on Route 1 near Pine Street, and 
a new truck terminal has been built on Route 1 between Coney and Union 
Streets, Your Commission feels that all three of these are well located and 
are desirable additions to Walpole’s industrial development. 


We need to attract industry with the following characteristics: 


1. It will contribute more in tax returns than it will cost the town 
in services. 


2. It will not use an excessive amount of water. 
3. It will create no undue traffic, odors, or other nuisances. 


4. It will be within the framework of the Master Plan. 


As stated above, some desirable new industry is coming to Walpole 
and your Commission believes that this progress will continue.

The Walpole Housing Authority met seventeen times during the 
year 1963. 


Under the direction of the Housing Authority, twenty-three houses 
were painted. To keep up the appearances of the project, screens were 
replaced, window shades installed and the entrance was continuously 
checked to see that all debris was cleaned up around the bronze plaque. 


The Walpole Housing Authority hopes to paint the remaining houses 
in 1964, as well as install aluminum combination doors and new kitchen 
and bathroom floors. 


“Robinwood” consists of forty-five single family homes—twenty-two 
two bedroom units and twenty-three three bedroom units. The admission 
incomes and limits remained the same as in 1962. The average rent was 
approximately $47.00. “Robinwood” was built under Chapter 200.

The cooperation of many town officials and committees, and the 
active interest of the townspeople of Walpole have contributed largely 
to the work of the Conservation Commission of 1963. The Board of Select- 
men, Town Counsel, Town Administrator, Planning Board, Board of 
Appeals, Appropriations Committee, Assessors Office, Engineering Depart- 
ment, School Committee and School Sites Committee have all been of 
help. The Commission has consulted regularly with the Department of 
Natural Resources of the Commonwealth, as well as the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society and the local Soil Conservation District. Local organiza- 
tions including the Walpole Sportsman’s Association, the North Walpole 
Fish and Game Club, the League of Women Voters, and the newly formed 
Neponset Valley Trust have also assisted the Commission in its work. 


In June 1963 the Town of Walpole received reimbursement from 
the State of Massachusetts in the sum of $3750 for the purchase of Clark’s 
Pond-—a 50% reimbursement. 
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At a Special Town Meeting in October the Town appropriated a 
sum of $23,200 for the purchase of the Verderber property at Cobb's 
Pond. Through the generosity of an anonymous donor in the amount of 
$10,000 and the foresight of the 1963 Annual Town meeting when $15,000 
was appropriated to the Conservation Fund, this purchase was made pos- 
sible. Preliminary application for reimbursement of the money appropri- 
ated by the Town has been made to the State and final application will be 
filed as soon as the title-search is completed and papers are passed. 


General Laws Chapter 40, Section 8C which establishes Conservation 
Commissions states the purpose of a Commission: “for the promotion 
and development of the natural resources and for the protection of the 
watershed resources of said city or town.” The Commission took an active 
part in the protection of the School Meadow Brook watershed and is seek- 
ing protection of the Traphole Brook watershed. The Commission is on 
the Advisory Committee of the Neponset River Wetlands Study being 
made by the Mass. Department of Natural Resources, and is represented 
on the Master Plan Committee of Walpole. Flood Plain Zoning is being 
studied, and it is hoped that in 1964 it will become an actuality in 
Walpole. Other areas of concern were natural areas adjacent to the schools 
to be used by classes in their science courses. Upon notification by the 
Board of Selectmen, we have checked town-owned tax-title land and 
advised as to its value for conservation purposes. 


Members also attended two regional conferences sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions in Plymouth and 
Worcester. An exhibit in the Walpole Library, a Conservation News 
column in The Walpole Times, and a conservation program at a meeting 
of the Walpole Garden Club have comprised our efforts in the field of 
conservation education. 


Meetings, open to the public, are held the second and fourth Tuesdays 
of the month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall.

Our schools opened in September with an increase of 252 pupils, 
again bearing out the prediction that our enrollment gain will continue at 
this rate for many years to come. A glance at the growth in the past few 
years will show why we have been building schools and why we must 
continue to add classrooms.

able to move all elementary classes from the Senior High and four of the 
seven elementary classes from the Junior High School. 


The pinch at the elementary level will be felt again in 1965, and 
will be very evident in 1966. At the Senior High School, the need will be 
critical in 1966. If we had help by 1965 at the Senior High, our educational 
offerings to the children would not be affected ky lack of space. 


In 1956, as part of the “Master Plan” for the Town of Walpole, the 
Educational Asscciates contemplated an ultimate pattern of one three-year 
senior high school of about 1400 enrollment and two three-year junior 
high schools of about 1000 pupils each. In fact, it was the pre-determined 
need for an eventual second junior high school that dictated an off-center 


location for the first junior high school building. 


Again in 1962, after reviewing enrollment statistics, Consultant Allen 
Benjamin stated that the earlier plan “is as sound today as ever, although 
enrollments may run still higher than contemplated (up to 2100 in the 


single senior high school and up to 1250 in each of the two junior high 
schools ) .” 


Mr. Benjamin recommended construction of the “West Junior High” 
and simultaneously, a shift in the ninth grade from the Senior High 
School building to the Junior High School buildings. 


The School Committee and the West Junior High Building Commit- 


tee are in agreement that an 800-pupil Junior High School, expandable to 
1000 or 1250 pupils, should be constructed immediately.

Of 146 students, 99 made application to future education. The Guid- 
ance Department proce:sed 211 applications for an average of two applica- 
tions for each student applying. 


Of the 211 applications, 144 were accepted, or 68%. Better than 
one of every two applicaticns were accepted. 


Considering the total senior class, 99 students, or 67% cf the class of 
146, are planning on post-high school education. The remaining future 
plans are: Service, 3 percent, Work, 17 percent; Marriage, 1 percent; 
Undecided, 12 percent.

It is noted that the geographical distribution did not reflect any 
significant change, at least for the last two years. However, there was an 
upward swing in the number of people continuing their education.

The total 
continuing their education in the class of 1963 reflects an increase over 
last year from 60% to 67%. A minor drop in those entering the Armed 
Forces is also noted. 


There were 76 students in the college-preparatory curriculum. Of this 
number, 65 were admitted to post-secondary educational institutions. ‘ube 
11 students not continuing their education represents 14% of the senior 
college-preparatory class. Of the 11 students, 7 could be admitted to further 
educaticn but have elected to enter the service or go directly to work.

The following report of the Town Cemetery Committee was accepted as a 
report of progress. 


TOWN CEMETERY COMMITTEE INTERIM REPORT 


This Committee’s first report was in the form of two articles in the 1962 
Town Meeting Warrant asking that the Town receive all real estate and all funds 
of the Maple Grove and Rural Cemeteries to be held and managed by the Town for 
Cemetery purposes subject to authorization by the General Court (Legislature) 
of the State and approval by Court decree for the transfer of funds. These articles 
were approved by the Town Meeting and your committee now presents an interim 
report on progress to date. The legislation required by law has been passed by the 
House of Representatives and is now awaiting its third reading by the Senate. 
We understand that passage in the Senate and signing by the Governor should be 
within the next two weeks at most and then the final step of Court approval may 
be a matter of a few weeks or perhaps months depending on the Court Calendar. 
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Before the end of this year we hope and expect to complete these steps and be able 
to present to the Selectmen all the necessary information for them to assume 
control over the two cemeteries, and to the Town Commissioners of Trust Funds 
all financial records and funds.

The chairman of the appropriation committee, Joseph L. Wissman, addressed 
the meeting and requested favorable consideration of their recommendations in the 
knowledge that they have been made with extensive and serious deliberation. 


COMMITTEE FOR ADDITION TO THE BOYDEN SCHOOL 


The following report by the Committee for Addition to the Boyden School 
was accepted as a report of progress. 


The Committee for the addition to the Boyden School, in reporting 1ts 
progress to date, is pleased to report that construction is progressing well within 
the scheduled time allotted, and also at a cost within the original estimates. The 
Committee, when issuing its original plan for a bid, received a quotation which 
amounted to a total building cost of $665,560.00 The Committee felt that not only 
was this cost unusually high, but that the bid should be refused. A complete review 
and analysis of the original estimate was made in an attempt to procure a satis- 
factory educational plant at a cost within the original estimate. 


In reviewing the bids, along with estimates and data accumulated as a result 
of this first bid, the Committee found that some of the costs had been increased 
by the necessity of moving a “Right of Way” of revised site work, and the need to 
fence in a larger area of school property. The Committee subsequently found that 
considerable savings could be made by incorporating the physical education room 
with the proposed cafeteria-auditorium complex. The existing extra room in the 
old Boyden School could be used for physical education, and it was felt that such 
a complex would not hamper the teaching program. 


By using a peripheral drain we were able to lower the water table, allowing 
the Committee to lower the building 8” and save considerable on the grading and 
fill required, which was previously considered impracticable. Expensive items were 
substituted in some areas for more practical, economic, and easily maintained 
materials, which should prove entirely satisfactory in the overall plans of the build- 
ing. A major saving was made by changing the kitchen equipment to gas fired, and 
converting some stainless appliances to standard cast iron equipment. Hot water 
was eliminated from some of the class rooms in an attempt to minimize the 
plumbing cost, and some hot top area was diminished to a size considered practical 


for safe driving and parking areas. 


The Committee went out for bid again with the revised plans, and was suc- 
cessful in receiving bids which, in essence, totaled $539,180.62. In determining the 
qualifications of the prime contractor and checking some of his past buildings, the 
Committee was extremely pleased with the low bidder and his statements that he 
would promise to have the school available for occupancy in September, 1963. 
It was further felt that the cost ($539,180.62) would provide an educational plant 
in keeping with the standards normally maintained in Walpole, and well within 
the original estimate of the Committee. 


The building will be a desirable addition to the Town of Walpole, will be in 
harmony with the existing structure, and will require a minimum of maintenance. 


Throughout the winter the work has progressed at a reasonable rate, consider-

ing the weather conditions, and as of this date, resulting in the complete foundation, 
some brickwork, the presence on the job site of a large portion of the material 
required for further progress. The Committee has every expectation of completing 
the building on schedule, and would like to remind the Town of Walpole that 
Article 27 of this year’s Warrant requires only those monies that are necessary to 
completely furnish and equip this new school.

VOTED: That the moderator appoint a committee of five, one of whom shall 
be a member of the Board of Selectmen, for the purpose of reviewing the Town 
Charter and By-Laws and to make such recommendations for changes as they see 
fit at the next annual Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 3—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, beginning January 1, 
1963, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) 


ARTICLE 4—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does petition the 
Director of Accounts, Department of Corporations and Taxation, Commonwealth 


of Massachusetts, for an audit of the Town’s accounts, in accordance with Section 35, 
Chapter 44, of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.). 


ARTICLE 5—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authoriz2 the 
Collector in collecting taxes to use all means which the Treasurer may use when 
appointed Collector. 


ARTICLE 6—VoTED: That the Town shali and hereby does authorize the 


Collector in collecting water rates and service bills to follow the rules and regula- 
tions of the Water Department. 


ARTICLE 7—VoTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 


Collector in collecting sewer assessments to follow the rules and regulations of the 
Sewer Department. 
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ARTICLE 8—VoOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any and all property now owned by the Town, or to be acquired, 
as a result of foreclosing rights of redemption in said property. 


_ VOTED unanimously: That the recommendations of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee be considered as motions. 


ARTICLE 9—VoTED: That the Town instruct the Selectmen to provide 
Workman’s Compensation under the Workman’s Compensation Act for its laborers, 
workmen and mechanics, including all employees of the Town regardless of the 
nature of their duties, receiving injuries out of and in the course of their employ- 
ment or in case of death resulting from such injuries and that the Town raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($12,500.00 ) 
therefor.

2. REQUIREMENT FOR ADDITIONAL ELEMENTARY FACILITIES IN EAST WALPOLE 


The requirement for additional facilities for elementary pupils has been recog- 
nized in the long range plan (the Master Study Plan) of the Town of Walpole 
and the independent surveys made by Mr. Marshall for the East Junior High School 
and by Mr. Benjamin in August, 1962. 


Presently there are approximately 700 elementary pupils in the East Walpole 
area housed in 16 rooms at the Bird Elementary School and 7 rooms of the East 
Junior High School. In 1964, it is anticipated that four of the rooms in the Junior 
High School will be required for secondary students and the remaining three will 
be reauired in October of 1965. This will leave only the 16 room Bird School avail- 
able for an estimated 720 pupils in 1964, and 750 pupils in 1965. Based on a 
maximum of 30 pupils per rcom, and by optimizing each class in each grade, the 
requirement would be for a total of 24 rooms in 1964 and 25 rooms in 1965. 
With the proposed school, the East Walpole area will be provided with 28 class 
rooms. The apparent excess of 4 and 3 rooms will allow for smaller classes, 25 to 
28 per class, and if our present rate of growth continues, for additional pupils by 
maximum space utilization. 


3. THE LOCATION 


The proposed school will be on Old Post Road approximately one-half mile 
from High Plain Street. This location is almost identical with the one suggested in 
the Master Study Plan. This site is central to the population density of the area to 
be served by this school, and therefore, will allow this to be a “walking distance 
schocl.” The main entrance of the school will be on Old Post Road with walking 
or bicycle paths to be provided from Ponderosa Lane at the rear of the building 
site, 


4. EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 


The educational specifications which are a matching of curricula requirements 
to space requirements, were developed by the Superintendent of Schools with the 
collaboration of the School Building Committee. In summary, the requirements are 
as follows: 


1. Twelve elementary classrooms. The four primary rooms are provided with 
adjoining toilet facilities for each two rooms for the young pupils. One primary 
room is larger than the other three for possible conversion to kindergarten use. 

2. A combined auditorium and cafeteria with kitchen facilities for hot lunch 
preparation. The auditorium will be equipped for use for group teaching or team 
teaching. 

3. A gymnasium. 

4. A library with provisions for storage for audio-visual equipment and 
material. 

5. Administrative and health units. 

6. Playgrounds. Primary class playground will be to the front of the build- 
ing enclosed by fencing. Playgrounds for the older children will be in the rear of 
the site with provisions for a softball diamond. A portion of the parking area will 
be chained off during school hours to provide a hard top playground for such games 
as baskebtall, or when need precludes use of the other play areas. 


5. TYPE OF CONSTRUCTION 
Your committee is proposing a one story structure as the most economical to 
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build and the one most suited for the site. We have interviewed architects and 
consulted with members of the Town administration, the permanent building 
committee and members of other school building committees to determine the 
“pros and cons” that they had encountered in the construction and maintenance of 
school buildings. We have transmitted these ideas to the architect chosen by the 
committee and we believe that he has designed an educationally sound, economical 
and esthetic building for its use and surroundings, as may be seen from the illustra- 
tion of the Phase A drawings. Basic construction to be used is as follows: 


1. Foundation—reinforced cement. 


2. Exterior walls—Brick, aluminum window walls with insulating sandwich 
panel. 


3. Interior walls—Painted cinder block, glazed brick or tile to be used in 
areas of hard service. 


4. Frame—Bearing masonry walls, rolled structural steel sections, with struc- 
tural acoustical deck on sub-purlin system. 


5. Roof—Pitched, asphalt shingles. 


6. GENERAL COMMENTS 


Your committee has carried out its work through Phase A, that is the neces- 
Sary meetings with the State School Assistance Board, the selection of an architect, 
the preparation of preliminary drawings and specific actions, and the determina: 
tion of an estimated budget. 


The committee would like to express at this time its appreciation for the time 
and advice of the Town Administrator, the Chief of Police, members of the School 
Committee, the Chairman of the Site Committee and the East Junior High School 
Building Committee and others in discussing the building and educational needs 
best suited to the Town of Walpole. 


We also must express our appreciation to the Superintendent of Schools for his 
investigation and preparation of the educational specifications and to all members 
of his staff who provided us with needed information. 


The architectural firm engaged by your committee is Haynes, Lianeck and 
Smith.

All of said 
dimensions being more or less, in all comprising thirty and 57/100 (30.57) acres 
more or less, being shown on Plan of Lands in Sharon and Walpole, \Mass., 
Rowland H. Barnes & Co., Civil Engineers, dated January 1949 and reccrded 
with Norfolk Deeds. 


Louis E. Hoegler of the Town Planning Board offered the following motion: 
That the Town vote to change the property described in Article 60 from Rural to 
Limited Manufacturing. 
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It was then moved to amend Article 60 by excluding from the land area as 
defined therein that portion thereof, comprising approximately 8 acres which lies 
South and East of the middle line of a flowing brook and ponds as they presently 
exist on said land, thus leaving approximately 22.5 acres to be rezoned under the 
terms of the original Article 60 from Rural District to Limited Manufacturing 
District. 


This amendment, approved by Town Counsel and the Planning Board, was 
then adopted unanimously. 


Roger F. Turner moved that Article 60 as amended be laid on the table for 
further consideration. On a voice vote this motion was defeated. 


The declaration of the vote by the Moderator was disputed. The Moderator 
then called for a standing vote with the following result: Yes, 137; No, 112. 
This was not a required 2/3 majority so the motion to table was defeated. 


The original motion as amended was VOTED: Yes, 214; No, 39.

The Executors of the Estate of Alonzo J. Shadman have requested that I 
inform you of their intentions in respect to the preservation of the water flowage 
in School Meadow Brook. 


It is the intention of the Estate to refrain from erecting any building or 
structure within 100 feet of either side of the thread of said brook, which is 
located on the Southerly side of Route #1, from said Route #1 to the pond as 
shown on a Plan of Land dated January 1949, Roland H. Barnes & Co., C. E., said 
plan being recorded in Norfolk Deeds as Plan 79 of 1959, Plan Book 206. 


Further, it is the intention of the Estate to refrain from putting any roadway 
within 50 feet on either side of the thread of said brook from Route #1 to the 
pond as shown on said plan. 


The Estate will, however, want to maintain the right to span the brook with 
access means suitable for foot or automotive traffic extending from their land in 
Sharon to their land in Walpole on the Southerly side of Route Bh Wh 


Upon the rezoning to limited manufacturing of land as defined in Article 60 
of the Warrant, the Estate will be prepared, at the written request of the Town, 
to make a grant of easement in perpetuity to the Town to carry out said intention, 
providing, however, that any expenses of survey and the legal and recording fees 
for preparing said grant will be borne by the Town.

ARTICLE 17—To see if the Town will vote to revise the By-Law governing 
the classification of Personnel and the Administration of Standard Rates and Wages 
and approve actions of the Personnel Board during 1962, following the Annual 
Town Meeting.

That the Town approve the actions taken by the Personnel Board following 
the 1962 Annual Town Meeting and prior to the 1963 Annual Town Meeting. 


That the By-Law governing the Classification of Personnel and the Administra- 
tion of Standard Rates of Salaries and Wages be amended as follows: 


Section 15d. 
Add the following paragraphs: 
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“An off duty police officer appearing at District Court to obtain a complaint 
shall be paid Three Dollars ($3.00) per day or any part thereof. The Three 
Dollars ($3.00) fee will not be authorized when a complaint is not issued nor 
will any compensation be paid. 

For an appearance at District Court, Grand Jury or Superior Court for an 
examination, hearing, arrest or trial session, an off duty officer shall receive three 
(3) hours’ minimum pay based upon individual hourly rate and said rate for each 
hour thereafter together with the retention of all witness fees. 


The time and a half provision in the Walpole Town By-Law does not apply 
to the foregoing. 
So far as practicable Court appearances shall be regulated by the Chief of 
Police.”

By a vote of the townspeople at the 1962 Town Meeting the Future School 
Needs Committee was appointed by the Moderator to study the needs of the Town 
as they related to school facilities.

The year 1962 is enrollment as of October 1962. 


Increases in school enrollment over the past five years have ranged from 
a low of 164 in 1960 with a high of 291 in 1962. 


Increases in elementary school enrollment over the past five years ranged 
from a low of 100 in 1957 to a high of 186 in 1962. 


School enrollment increases are preceded by increased building activity 
2 years prior to the increase. 


pee peus at the high school level average 20-25 per class after the ninth 
grade. 


above projections would indicate: 


That the Town’s most pressing problem was at the secondary school level 
and primarily at the senior high school in as much as the present enroll- 
ment in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 exceed the 1150 capacity in the building. 
This situation will exist at the opening of school in September 1966. (The 
high school enrollment the previous year could exceed capacity if any 
extensive home building was done during the next two years. ) 


With the opening of school in September 1966 the high school should 
become a three year program and the ninth grade become a junior high 
school grade. However, at this time the junior high school, with a 900 
pupil capacity will not permit the present third, fourth and fifth grades 
with a present enrollment of 1113 be accommodated in the building. 
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3. In September 1966 the enrollments at the primary school level will be at 
capacity using ali available schoolrocm space. 


Recommendations: 


1. It is our recommendation to the town that the School Committee proceed 
with plans for a new junior high school, to be ready in September 1966, 
with provisions in the building for the temporary use of elementary class 
rocms as needed. 


2. Because of the present near capacity enrollment of facilities, we further recom- 
mend that the Planning Board consider this situation in granting approval 
for any large scale residential development.

THE SCHOOL BUDGET 


No citizen of Walpole could fail to observe that Walpole is growing rapidly. 
(t may not be realized by all, however, that our school population is growing at the 
rate of almost 10% a year. This June, for instance, about 150 students will be gradu- 
ating, while next fall we expect 450 new students to enter the first grade. In addition 
to that gain of 300, other children (of families new to Walpole) will be starting in 
the upper grades. We are making ready for a total enrollment of at least 4076 next 
September. 


This growth in the schcol population is the first reason for the increase in the 
school budget for 1963. It means more teachers, more books, and more basic equip- 
ment and supplies. 


It will be remembered that the minimum permissible salary for teachers in 
Massachusetts was raised from $4,000 to $4,500 this last January 1. This auto- 
matically raised our teacher salaries by $100 each for the entire year. 


Last year our salary schedule was based on a starting figure of $4,400. This was 
$400 above the State minimum at that time, or about midway in the range of public 
school salary schedules among the towns of the Commonwealth. To maintain our 
relative position, and thus our ability to attract and hold teachers of character and 
talent, our salary schedule next fall will be based on a minimum of $4,800. 


This is a lower differential ($300) above the State minimum than we had last 
year ($400), but it will be reasonably competitive with comparable rural and sub- 
urban towns of the area. This salary adjustment is the other principal reason for 
the increase in our school budget for 1963. 


As has been said before, we could not expect quality in our instructional staff 
if a teacher could say ‘“There is no place in Massachusetts where I could earn less.” 


Wherever possible, other cost factors in the 1963 school budget have been held 
in check. Needs for new equipment have been deferred. Administrative salaries— 
which are in long-established ratio to teacher salaries—have been put on a slow 
track. That is, increases which would normally result from the current increase in 
teacher salaries, have been spread out into a three-year program—only 1/3 being 
effective next fall. Non-instructional salaries (nursing, cafeteria, secretarial, and 
custodial ) show only minor adjustments and service increments. 


Progress in the curriculum, on the other hand, has by no means been restrained 
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Many improvements have been, and are being made in the areas of subject matter, 
department/group development, in-service teacher training, reading development, 
and attention to the individual student. 


New Buildings — The School Committee cannot ignore the increase in our 
school age population as it affects the number of classrooms needed. Voters know, 
of course, that nine additional elementary rooms will be available at the Boyden 
Schcol next fall... and that 12 more are expected to be ready in the fall of 1964 at 
the new school on Old Post Road. 


The school year 1965-1966 will, even so, see our facilities taxed to the breaking 
point. Neither the high school nor our present junior high school will hold all the 
students of that age (who are now students in our elementary schools). And there 
will again be an actual shortage of elementary rooms. 


For this reason, the School Committee will ask the 1963 Town Meeting to 
instruct the Moderator to appoint a committee to prepare plans for a new junior 
high school to be ready in the fall of 1966. In this decision, the School Committee 
acknowledges with thanks the invaluable services of the School Needs Committee 
(appointed a year ago), as well as the Benjamin report, a previous projection of 
school needs by Dr. ‘Marshall, and studies made available to us by the current “Old 
Post Road” School Building Committee. 


A new junior high school, having approximately 20 classrooms and provision 
for adding more in the future if and when needed, and located on Town-owned 
land northeast of the junction of Elm Street and Robbins Road, will best alleviate 
the shortage of high and junior high classrooms, and temporarily) of elementary 
classrooms in the north and central sections of the Town.
